But there is still higher considera- 
tions. There are such laws as profes- 
sedly secure the civil, political, and re- 
ligious liberty of every individual.— 
The Cénstitution is one of these high 
laws, penned in the integrity and wis- 
dom of the highest representative au- 
thority. The Constitution of each 
State is another, identified with the 
most sacred sanctions of justice. The 
regulations in regard to every induc- 
tion into office under the solemnities 
of an oath “to promote the peace and 
good order of society,” are a third 
class—and the last, and not the least 
are reason, common sense, personal 
integrity, and a stern conviction of 
Light and wrong, which, in an eolight- 
ened community, every man but a vil- 
lian carries in his head and heart, 
which are directly against a violation 
of the peace in the violation of the 
rights of individuals. 

There is another and a still higher 
consideration. Such exhibitions of 
wild and lawless feeling and sentiment 
as those which have lately taken place 
in Philadelphia, filling the “mob city” 
day after day with all the horrors of a 
sack, are entirely incompatible with 
the teaching of Jesus. e well know 
that they are in the very essence and 
spirit of his religion as carried out by 
pulpiteers, ecclesiagogues, bigots, and 
inquisitors; but we are as fully assur- 
ed that it is not the principle and spir- 
it, be he real or imaginary, of Jesus of 
Nazareth. “Whatsoever ye would 
that men should do unto you, do ye 
the same to them”—“Be ye harmless 
as doves”—“Be ye perfect, even as 
your father in heaven is perfect, who 
causeth his sun to shine upon the evil 
and the good, and who sendeth his 
rain upon the just and the unjust.”— 
Were those shameful transactions o/ 
the religious desperadoes of Philadel- 
phia, whose war-cry, as they rushed 
to deeds of blood and slaughter, was. 
“Spare, Oh! spare the Bible!”—were 
those transactions in compliance with 
these teachings?

EXECUTIONS—THE GUILLOTINE. 

The London Quarterly Review conteihs an 
elaborate but interes'ing article upon the sye- 
temized murders of the Guillotine, the origin 
of the barberous ins'tument, and other matt re 
connceted with this most terrible feature in 
the history of the French Revolution. The 
Guillotine, it appears, was not originally de- 
rigned with any view to what turned out to 
be ite most important characteristic—the great 
number of victims it could execute in @ short 
space of time—but this bloody instrrment wes 
at first proposed on a combioed pricciple of 
justice and mercy, the inventor contending, 
thot hanging was e lingering and cree! punish- 
ment, while death by decapitstion must be im- 
mediate. 

After giving mvch information in relation to 
this sanguinaty machine, the writer of the ar- 
tscle, speaking ofthe it occupies in 
France, says, that theGuillotine remained in 
performance, in the celebrated Place dela Rev- 
olution, until June Sih 1794, when the inhabi- 
tants of the etreets through which the suffer- 
ers had to pares, being weary of the heart-ren- 
ding eight, resolved that the ervel instrement 
should be removed tothe Place St. Antoine, in 
front of the rains ef the Bastile. It stood in 
this new position, however, but five days, the 
shop keepers not liking their new neighbor, 
and heving in those brief five deys, executed 
ninety-six persons, it was removed to the Bar- 
riere du Tyrone, where it stood from the Sth of 
June, to the fall of Roberpierre, 27h of Ju!y, 
17%. 

In the forty-nine days, in which it is said to 
have stood at the Barriere du Tyrone, it deapatch- 
ed 1270 persons of both sexes, and of all ages 
and ronke, and it became necessary to build « 
kind of sanguiduct to carry off the stream of 
b'ood; and on the very day when Robespierre 
fell—even when the slightest interraption 
would have sufficed to have stopped the fata! 


procession—forty-nine persons passed to the 
place of execution! On the 27th’ of July, at 
about half past threé in the afternoon, jus: as 
this lest batch of victims were about to leave : 
the Conciergerie, a considerable commotion in 
the town took place, caused by the revol: 
ag»inst Robespierre. 


Here an event occurred which reflected great 


credit upon Sanson, the chiefexecutioner. He 
was cenducting the prisoners, but observing 
the disturbance, and seeing Fauquier, the Ac. 
cusateur Public, passing the court where the | 
prisoners were ascending the fate! carts, on his 


way to dinner, he ventured to stop Fanquier, 


and represented to him that there were rumors 
of a commotion, suggesting whether it would 
not be prudent to postpune the execution, at 
least vatsl the morning; Fauquier roughly re- 
plied thatthe law must take its course. He 
went to dinner, and the forty-nine victims wen! 


to the scaffold—whither, in due time As follow- 


ed them. 


The next day the Guillotine was removed 
back to the scene of its longest ‘riumphs—the 
Piace de la Revolulion—where on the 28th of 
July, it avenged humanity on Robespierre ind 
twenty-one of his followers; the next day six- 
ty-nine; ond the day after, thirty more of hs 
associates. The writer in the Quarterly justly 
adds that, though France is naturally anxious 
to forget these Revolutionary horrors, it be- 
hooves the rest of Europe to remember and 
meditate upon them. 
REFLDOTIONS. 

The above extract is taken from an exchange 
paper es a matter of historical vengeance. In 
facc, such specimens of the cruelty and corrup. 
tions of men serve as monuments, raised over 
the degeneracy, ambition and fully of past gen- 
erations, for the reflection, contemplation and 
solemn warning of virtuous people.

From the 
morning that Cain, in bis ambitious thirst for 
power, without prudénce, and humility, shed 
the innocent blood of his brother Abel, the 
spirit of the evil one has rambled forth among 
mankind to destroy life. The opposition te 'ife 
has marched even handed with the anxiety to 
peepetuate it. Yee, more so; for whew al! flesh 


had corrupted its way on the earth, the Lord 
himself sent in the floods and made a whole- 
ssle business Of the whole earth, aod that 
bad life, eave what wesin Noab’s Ark, died —

time in the next world, as they live in this, 
they will have learned that death isa person, 
and oteupies eonspicoous place among the 
damned. Hell is « person tor, aud death, hel! 
and the devil mast fill the three lower kingdoms. 
ft is.written in Ieniahs “We have made cove- 
want with death, and with Adil are we at an 
agreement: when the overflowing scourga shail 
pass through, it shall not come upon us; for we 
heve made lies our refuge, ead under falsehood 
have we hid ourselves. Therefore thos saith 
the Lord God; Behold me establish in Zion « 
stone, a tried stons, a precious corner, a foun- 
tain well founded, that on account of unbelief 
shall be hastened.’ 

Agtin, while this foundaien is hastening to 
prostrate the desigue of wicked men, death, 
hell and the devil, we read in the revelations 
of St. John as follows: ‘And when be had 
opened the fourth seal, I heard the voice of 
the fourth beast say, come and sce. And! 
looked, and beho!d a pale horse: and his name 
that seston him was Death, and hell followed 
with him. And power was given unto them 
over a fourth part of the earth, to kill 
sword, and with hunget, and with death, and 
with the beasts of the earth.’ 

But enough on thiepoint. The great idea 
ia, to show how many horrible modes of des 
troying life has been invented by the cunving, 
malice, and wisdom of men, in the various pe- 
riods of time; stoning, crucifying, frying in 
pan8,boiling in ot!,and beheading; were among 
the meny modes of olden times; as popular as 
the Guillotine, ecaffuld, drawing in quarters, 
burning atthe stake, and inquisition, among 
christians; or faggots, pine knots, stuck into 
the flesh and burnt, throwing the tomahawk 
and ecelping, among saveges. They are all 
awful, and bespeak degredation of soul, ands 
lnck of pure religion. To incarcerate men in 
prison, through ambition and wrath; or t nang 
them in chaine; or banish them among beaste 
on desert islands; or to cast them into dens of 
lions; or to plang them into furnaces, heated 
seven times hotter than they were wont to [be; 
orto skin them aslive—show such an idsatia- 
ble thirst for revenge, and display of power 
over life; that good men endare it:—it 
will require a God to judge such enormous 
crimes, an eternity for the puuishment, and a 
esse hardened devil to inflict it! 

Modern times, by the invention of gun pow- 
der and fire arms, have made the exit of life 
;more speedy. It will be noticed among the 
‘most ferocious of the latter day mobe, that 
swords and gun powder, are the dernier resort 
to destroy one anothe; and, perbaps,since there 
ie a consumption decreed upon the whole 
earth, this method will be the mildest one al 
lowed among the wicked, till all the plagues 
are poured out and death is taken out of the 
world.
